THE  OFFICE  OF  THE  SOLICITOR,  as  the  lan  office  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture, 
serves  ~nc>  handles  the  legal  problems  of  the  38  agencies  of  the  Department, 
The  regional  office  at  Atlanta,  one  of  nine  such  offices  in  the  United  States, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Solicitor  ^nd  the  immediate  supervision  of  a  Regional 
Attorney,  performs  »11  legal  >-'ork  in  connection  with  the  program  activities  of 
the  Department  crried  on  in  the  regional  areas  of  departmental  administration 
served  by  the  office.  The  »-ra».:  served  varies  somewhat  -ith  the  agencies  served, 
ranging  from  a  minimum  of  six  states  to  a  maximum  of  twelve,.     Five  states, 
Alabama,  Georgia,  Florid-?,  North  Carolina  -and  South  Carolina  ere  served  for  all 
programs  end  agencies. 

The  work  of  the  office  covers, in  general,  the  preparation  of  necessary  legal 
documents  in  connection  with  the  undertakings  of  the  various  agencies,  the  pre- 
pararetion  for  -nd  frequently  the  trial  of  court  actions,  both  for  and  against 
the  Government  and  both  civil  and  criminal  in  nature,  and  the  giving  of  advice 
on  legal  matters  to  the  administrative  officials  of  the  various  agencies  and  to 
persons  outside  the  Government  with  whom  dealings  are  had  in  connection  with 
activities  of  the  Dnpartnrnt.
